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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8-2-02 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding claims 1 and 5, the examiner asserts that Nakaya anticipates the invention. 
While it is understood that a bare transmission rate (for example, a frequency of transmission of 
symbols or bits) differs from a frame rate as taught by Nakaya, the present claims do not 
patentably distinguish themselves from Nakaya, given that said claims recite a "data transmission 
rate", a broad limitation upon which the examiner continues to read the frame rate of Nakaya. 
This is because the frame rate of Nakaya would inherently vary the rate of data being transmitted, 
since a lower frame rate would translate to less data being sent. 

Regarding claim 2, the addition of the power supply is supported by the teachings of 
Flynn, and the examiner continues to assert that the combination of Nakaya and Flynn renders 
unpatentable said invention. This is because, given the addition of the power supply, and the 
inherent detection of such, the amount of power available for use increases, thus increasing power 
and data transmission speeds in direct response to the connection and detection of said power 
supply, given that the data rate increases as the available power rises.
